In the latest outburst 
an angry mob attacked a U. S.

Circleville^ annexation plan had 
moved ahead another step Monday 
with prospects good for its final ap­ 
proval before the end of this year. 
In formal notice issued by Pick­ 
away 
County commissioners, 
a 
public hearing on the city’s propos­ 
al will be held at the courthouse 
here Dec. 8. The notice was pub­ 
lished after Fred Tipton, clerk of 
the county commission, had certi­ 
fied the annexation petition to the 
county officials. 
The petition shows nearly 80 
per cent of the affected property 
owners are in favor of the city's 
plan to annex a large area ad­ 
joining the corporation on the 
north. Bob Adkins, chairman of 
the city planning and z o n i n g 
commission, has been designated 
as agent of the petitioners in the 
annexation move.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. GFI— 
The U. S. delegation in the United 
Nations began pointing today for 
debate on proposals to revise the 
U. N. 
Charter. 
South 
Carolina’s 
Gov. Jam es F. Byrnes was set as 
principal U. S. spokesman on the 
major East-West dispute. 
Byrnes returned from a weekend 
trip home to renew consideration 
of an Allied subject (adm ission of 
new' members) in the Special Po­ 
litical Committee this afternoon. 
The delegation 
was looking for 
that question to be finished by mid­ 
week, with Byrnes then moving to 
the Assem bly’s Legal Committee to 
handle the charter revision item. 
The big question on revising the 
charter, whether to hold a special 
conference on the topic will not 
be decided until the 1955 Assembly. 
But to be prepared for that, the 
Netherlands, Argentina and Egypt 
all have suggested that this year’s 
Assembly start preparatory work 
to get all the documents in order 
and to find out whether most coun­ 
tries favor a conference. 
The Soviet bloc already has loud­ 
ly denounced even this preliminary 
move. Attacked for its heavy use

Americans 
pointed to faith in Christianity as 
the key to world peace and as a 
tell-tale weapon for the defeat of 
Communism. 
In Watertown, N. Y , Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles declar­ 
ed that “our best reliance is not j 
more and bigger bombs, but a wa’ 
of 
life 
which 
reflects 
religious 
faith.” 
He added that “there is no des­ 
potism in the world 
which 
can 
stand up against the impact of a 
gospel of freedom based on Christ­ 
ian principles.” 
Meanwhile in Philadelphia, about 
80,000 Roman Catholic men march­ 
ed in a solemn procession reciting 
aloud a prayer for peace and con­ 
version of the Communist world to 
Christianity. 
Dulles declared 
that 
“ Soviet 
rulers are attempting the impos­ 
sible” in trying to mold the citi­ 
zens of satellite nations “to their 
materialistic 
a n d 
repressive 
rule.” 
“We 
believe 
that the 
subject 
peoples have faith and hopes which 
cannot indefinitely be repressed,” 
h-* 
told 
an 
interdenominational 
community meeting. 
About 1,700 persons attended the 
meeting, which marked the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
first Presbyterian Church. Dulles 
recalled that his father preached 
there for 16 years. 
Dulles cautioned against what he 
termed the view of “ a small mi­ 
nority” that the thoughts and ex- 


the danger is so imminent that we 
should impose u n i f o r m i t y of 
thought, or at least of expression, 
abolishing diversity and tolerance 
w ithin our nation and w ithin our al­ 
liances.” 
Of that he said: “There is some 
confusion of thinking which needs 
to be dispelled. 
“ We do not intend to turn this 
nation into a purely material fort­ 
ress and to suppress the freedom 
of thought and of expression.

The religious rally was dedicated 
to Our Lady of Fatima. According 
to Catholic teaching, 
the Virgin 
Mary appeared to a group of Port­ 
uguese children at Fatima on Oct. 
13, 1917, and asked them to pray 
for peace and the conversion of 
Russia to Christianity. 
The parkway had been converted 
into an amphitheater with a huge, 
glass-enclosed alter erected in the 
center of a traffic circle. Atop the 
flood lighted altar stood a statue of 
Our Lady of Fatima, some 62 feet 
above street level.

Rhodes Says 
State Aiding 
j 
Bootleggers 
COLUMBUS OP — State Auditor 
Jam es A. Rhodes said today liquor 
department laxness is contributing 
to bootlegging in Ohio. 
In a letter to 
Liquor 
Director 
Anthony A. Rutkowski, Rhodes in­ 
dicated the bootlegging was car­ 
ried on by purchasers 
of 
liquor 
from state stores for illegal resale. 
Rutkowski is 
an 
appointee 
of 
Democrat Gov. Frank J. Lausche. 
Rhodes is a Republican. 
William R. Morris, former liquor 
department permit chief and now 
in charge of liquor 
auditors 
for 
Rhodes, said a two-week examina­ 
tion showed 
thousands 
of 
retail 
purchase slips improperly 
made 
out but accepted by the state. 
The examination dealt with un­ 
usually large purchases of liquor 
in pint bottles by various individ­ 
uals who gave phoney names and 
improper addresses, many of them 
vacant 
lots, 
schools 
and 
even 
churches. 
Rhodes’ letter said examination 
of 33 state liquor stores in 18 prin­ 
cipal cities turned up this: 
“Out of a total of 46.032 retail 
purchase orders examined, 20,249 
purchase orders were found to be 
illegible, .ncomplete and in many 
cases illegally made out, yet these 
were accepted by the department. 
“On 
numerous occasions 
ficti­ 
tious names such as Joe Blow, Ai

NEW VORK—"As the tw ig Is 
bent, so shall the tree grow.” Ap­ 
plied to the crippling deform ity 
known as "club foot,” the old say­ 
ing is especially apt. 
When a baby is bom with club 
foot, 
and 
no 
one 
bothers 
to 
straighten it, that baby will grow 
into a crippled adult., 
Today, thanks to modem medi­ 
cal science, no child need grow up 
with club feet. Except in the most 
remote areas, a “club-footed” adult 
Is rare. 
The modem physician exam ines 
the baby’s feet at birth, 
lf the 
tiny toes curl inward abnormally, 
the doctor recommends that treat­ 
ment for "club feet” be started at 
once. 
Ninety per cent of all club feet 
can be corrected through "blood­ 
less surgery”—a combination of 
gently m anipulating the foot and 
applying a series of plaster casts. 
Earliest possible medical attention, 
and 
continuing 
treatm ent, 
will 
bring success. Mild cases m ay be 
corrected 
In 
from 
four 
to 
six 
months. More severe ones require 
two or more years. The process is 
long and laborious for both the 
doctor and the baby's parents, but 
the first normal steps Hie child 
takes are worth It all,

"CURIOUSLY 
enough, 
In 
the 
family it is usually grandmother 
who first notices som ething wrong 
with baby’s feet,” says Dr. A lex­ 
ander Herah, who heads the Club 
Foot clinic at the Hospital for 
Special Surgery, New York City, 
the oldest orthopaedic hospital in 
the United States. This m ay be 


due to grandm a’s wider experience of the baby’s brothers or sisters 
with babies, or it m ay be because 
she is the first in the fam ily to 
take charge of the newborn infant. 
W hat causes club foot? Nobody 
knows.

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COLONIAL CONGRESS' 200TH ANNIVERSARY 
TO BE OFFICIALLY OBSERVED NEXT YEAR

If it had achieved its purpose, 
th e United S tates m ight today be 
a B r i t i s h com m onwealth and 
Queen E lizabeth its ruler. I t failed, 
bu t in doing so it became the fore­ 
ru n n er of A m erican independence. 
The first Congress m et in Al­ 
bany, N. Y. There, on the site of 
th e historic gathering, is a simple 
inscription, which reads: “B irth ­ 
place of Am erican Union. Site of 
the Congress of 1754. Here B enia­ 
m in F ranklin presented the first 
plan of federal union.” 
To help com m em orate th is im ­ 
p o rta n t event in A m erican history, 
the Congress of 1953 has created 
a com m ittee of 14 m em bers to 
participate in the ceremonies th a t 
will be held in A lbany on June 24, 
1954.

JU N E 24 m ark s the date when 
25 delegates, m eeting not as rebels, 
but as loyal British s u b j e c t s , 
adopted this resolution: “Resolved, 
T h at a union of all the colonies is 
absolutely 
necessary

However, th e Congress did not 
atop here. It drew up a plan for a 
Colonial union, which it subm itted 
to the colonies. 
Benjamin F r a n k l i n w as the 
au th o r of the plan, which was 
unanim ously adopted by the dele­ 
gates, who represented the col­ 
onies of New Hampshire, M assa­ 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti­ 
cut, N ew York, Pennsylvania and 
M aryland.

WASHINGTON (A*1— Congress and I 
the E isenhow er adm inistration are 
mulling over a different w ay of fi- | 
nancing the vast social security 
retirem en t p ro g ram . 
The idea under study, so basic 
it could alter the whole com plex­ 
ion of the g o v ern m e n t’s p ro g ra m 
for the aged, is called “ pay as 
you go.” 
U nder this system , Congress or 
the adm inistration would estim ate j 
the cost of social security benefits 
to be paid each y ea r and then levy ! 
a tax to pay the bill. 
As Rep. Curtis (R-Neb) once put | 
it, “ When the y ea r closes, nothing 
is owed and nothing is p ro m ise d .” 
Tax 
rate s 
and 
benefit 
levels 
m ight v ary from y ea r to y ear, d e ­ 
pending on econom ic 
conditions, 
the n u m b er of persons reaching 
retirem en t age, the attitude of Con­ 
gress, and so on. 
Or benefit levels could he held

produce w h atev er r e v e n u e is 
needed. 
This plan, which has som e infill- j 
ential advocates, contrasts sharply 
with the concept on which the so- .

WITH MANY MONTHS OF good driving 
weather back of them and with the going 
still good many motorists may be given to- 
reflection on the comparative difficulties 
that will be presented again when Winter 
comes. Few may realize fully that Fall al­ 
ready holds increased hazards for s a f e 
driving. In view of Autumn’s waning day­ 
light hours, it behooves motorists and pe­ 
destrians to take extra precautions in the 
twilight to avoid accidents. 
The pedestrian should realize that it's 
darker than it was a week ago. The motor­ 
ist has a big responsibility to keep h i s 
headlights properly adjusted, 
his wind­ 
shield clean and his faculties keen. 
While this consideration is indicated for 
pedestrians in their own interest, it is more 
imperative for motorists, most of whom by 
now must have observed how the slanting 
Autumn light makes driving vision more 
difficult. Even while the light is s t i l l 
“good” toward the end of a day, persons 
and objects ahead do not stand out with 
sufficient clarity, and so the outlook be­ 
comes “tricky” and the pattern of acci­ 
dent risk more treacherous. 
Alert motorists adjust themselves to 
Winter driving with special precaution in 
most respects, but Fall, too, requires such 
a seasonal adjustment with special care at 
twilight. 


ATOM POWER FOR PLANES 
THREE U. S. AIRCRAFT manufactur­ 
ers, it is revealed, are studying possible de­ 
signs for an atom-powered airplane. The 
Air Force discloses that Boeing-Seattle is 
working in close cooperation with the Pratt 
and Whitney engine factory in “an engi­ 
neering study of the application of nuclear 
power plants to aircraft.” Lockheed a n d 
Consolidated Vultee are the two other firms 
actively engaged in similar research. 
An atom-powered airplane theoretically 
could fly unlimited distances nonstop. But 
there are enormous problems to be solved, 
relating chiefly to getting the plane off the 
ground and in protecting the crew from 
radiation in flight. 
Defense Secretary Wilson has temporar­ 
ily postponed attempts to assemble such a 
ship on tho basis of present knowledge, but 
research is moving vigorously ahead. 


Somebody started a lot of talk about a 
depression being on its way. As far back as 
1946, there was talk about a post-war de­ 
pression. It did not take place. Then the 
soothsayers, politicians and world-planners 
had it fixed for 1948. It did not take place. 
Now the talk is that a depression is not 
only on its way but is already scratching. 
at our door. Whether this is the talk of par­ 
tisans or of frightened businessmen, or of 
statisticians who live by figures alone, it is 
not based upon the state of the nation. 
After every war, an inevitable relapse 
from excessive production of commodities 
needed for war takes place. In war, such 
production means that employment is not 
only at total capacity but there is even a 
labor shortage. Wages are high; overtime f 
is plentiful. War production is wasteful, as ! 
it must be. During such a period, produc­ 
tion, even of consumers’ goods, moves rap­ 
idly because the hourlv-rate laborer rises 
to the level of a middle-class consumer. 
Then comes peace. Except for long-term ; 
defense planning, war production is cut 
back. After World War II, the slack was ’ 
taken up by the demand for new automo­ 
biles, refrigerators, radios, television, and j 
all sorts of commodities. Also, there was a J 
great demand for new housing, for r o a d- J 
building and other public works. 
The Korean War and European Military 
Aid stimulated production to a degree, but 
these factors also increased the inflation­ 
ary trend to a danger point, the dollar going 
down to close to 50 cents in value. 
Now we are faced by the necessity of 
strengthening the American dollar and of 
readiusting to a peacetime economy. This , 
involves a slowing up of production. Cer­ 
tain consumers’ goods, such as agricultur- I 
a1 machinery, and hard white goods, such 
as refrigerators, are moving more slowly. 
The building boom has also slowed some­ 
what. 
These are not necessarily signs of a de­ 
pression. They are the correct adjustments 
in the market after a period of war pro­ 
duction and a post-war boom. We cannot, j 
as a nation, engage in war in which our j 
sons are killed for no better reason than 
to keep our production in boom activity. 
During a war period, plant is always ex­ 
panded beyond normal necessities to meet | 
the destructive demands of defense. T h e 
risk, in such a period, is that there will nev­ 
er be enough shot and shell to defeat the 
enemy. Peace usually comes suddenly and 
production has to be cut back suddenly. 
There is no advantage in using up our 
natural resources for goods that will never 
be used, stockpiling just to keep going at a 
specific but uneconomical rate. 
In economic terms, the various aids to 
Europe and Asia, since World War II end- I 
ed, must be regarded as a free export of 
American commodities. In this manner, 
perhaps as much as $50 billion of the prod­ 
uct of American mine, farm and factory 
was transferred out of the country. In nor­ 
mal times, this is regarded as a dumping 
process. While such aid was at first wel­ 
comed in any form, it is today often re­ 
garded as an inflationary factor and is be­ 
ing resisted. In Europe, the trend is to in-

alone, 
plus 
much other telegraph copy, all of 
its local news, and quantities of 
features by a score of writers. 
This must be sifted into a com­ 
paratively small number of thous­ 
ands of words to be printed and 
ail of it made attractive for the 
public m arket—all in a daily race 
against time where a few min­ 
utes delay may 
mean 
misting 
planes, trains and buses — and 
subscribers. 
* • • 
EDITORIALS—V\ hat is true in 
news speed is partly true even in 
editorials. Professors pondering 
for days or weeks over one short 
thesis should try grinding out a 
couple of thousand words on sev­ 
eral subjects— including some re­ 
search—in a few hours. 
Actually ti.ere probably is no 
other business in which the ratio 
of precision and quality to speed 
and quantity of production is so 
great. 


Yet the American press today 


is, in my opinion, reaching a dan 
gerous point in the quantity of 
slanted news reports embraced 
by front pages, as well as inside 
pages, over any given period of 
time. This does not necessarily 
mean intentionally slanted news 
stories. Incomplete stories, poor­ 
ly written 
stories, 
poor 
judg­ 
ment in what goes on press as­ 
sociation wires, lack of qualifi­ 
cations by a reporter to grasp 
what he is reporting, all may be 
entirely detached from any vio­ 
lation of integrity, yet 
the 
re­ 
sult to the reader is a slanted 
account of a national or interna­ 
tional event,

* 
MUCH IS BAD — Washington 
produces much 
good 
reporting 
these days, but also far too much 
that is bad. 
Press 
associations 
are the most culpable. That is 
natural, in both cases. Washing­ 
ton is the world’s news center in 
volume 
and 
importance. 
One 
news story on one press associa­ 
tion wire may bit more than 1,000 
front pages almost simultaneous­ 
ly and thus go to tens of millions 
of readers. The evil of a slanted 
story is muJtiflied by radio and 
TV, for the air depends consider­ 
ably on the press for its news re­ 
ports and what 
its 
commenta­ 
tors comment on. 
On top of this, the newspaper 
editorial writer must 
form 
his 
opinions and 
conclusions 
from 
slanted information and an edi­ 
torial policy or opinion based on 
even some degree of falsity must 
be false of itself 


The impact of one slanted ne wa 


story thus may be felt by tens 
of millions of readers and listen­ 
ers, and increased by hundreds 
of editorials, all of this being the 
foundation on which public opin­ 
ion is formed—note merely our 
own domestic public opinion, but 
public opinion of the United Stat­ 
es in nations over the world. Per­ 
sonally, I believe tnat much of 
the poor opinion in some nations 
concerning this nation was spark­ 
ed by slanted reporting on our 
side of the oceans.

INFLUENCE—Just as there is 
no issue here of wrong 
intent, 
neither is there any thought that 
newspaper reporting as a whole 
or in any large volume is slant­ 
ed. The trouble rests in too much 
slanting of too much important 
news, particularly out of Wash­ 
ington. The percentage of slanted 
reporting in a day s total volume 
would be infinitesimal in volume, 
yet could influence the course of 
a people, of a nation 
The American press carries the 
torch for preservation of inherent 
American freedoms of speech, re ­ 
ligion, assembly 
and 
press. 
It 
might well turn to seli-examina- 
tion as to whether, in news col­ 
umns, it is doing what it should 
to live up to the duties and re ­ 
sponsibilities and obligations 
to 
the 
American 
people, 
without 
which it cannot be worthy of its 
own individual freedom.

the question is not intent of the 
press as a whole, but whether a

are convinced th a t

was

A m erican superiority in the air 
which was responsible, m ore th an 
any other one thing, for forcing 
Red China to suggest an arm istice.

were 
plenty of com plaints by our pilots 
about the Sabre jet. 
They com ­ 
plained 
that 
It 
was 
too 
heavy, 
weighing 16,500 lbs. as com pared 
with 12,000 lbs. for the MIG; that

feet for the Sabre as com pared

acceleration 
of

DUTCH K IN D E L B E R G E R , who 
designed the Sabre jet and also the 
B-25 Mitchell bomber which Gen.

Despite this, considerable infor­ 
m ation has percolated through the 
Iron Curtain, which, when fitted

While this country continues to 
expend enormously for the nation­

and cannot compare with wartime 
expenditures and the taxpayer does 
not want it to. Therefore, the cut­ 
backs will increase as the approach 
to a realistic peace is more sure. 
This is plain common sense and 
ought to be welcomed 
by every­ 
body, because if the m easures now 
being taken result in a sounder dol­ 
lar, everybody will be better off. 
A depression is nearly always the 
result of a lack of confidence in the 
future. The people become panicky. 
This is particularly true with “ soft” 
money countries; that is, 
money 
that is not secured on gold a n d 
therefore 
fluctuates 
radically 
in 
value. 
There is no justification for such 
a loss of confidence at the present 
time in the United States. Actually 
if the program to restore the value 
of money, to balance the 
budget 
and to reduce taxes shows r e a l 
progress, economic conditions in 
this country can improve during 
the next two years. 
What is most required for suc­ 
cess is confidence in the country 
and its wholesome program of re­ 
adjustment.
